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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: there are no 
prior arts teaching or suggesting of an apparatus and method of correlating information 
related to an entrant within a predetermined area defined by a plurality of reference ultra 
wideband impulse radios, comprising the steps of: 

obtaining information relating to the entrant within the predetermined area; 

determining at least one position of the entrant within the predetermined area 
using ultra wideband impulse radio position determination techniques; and 

correlating information about the entrant to the at least one position of the 
entrant.
